STEWART VOCIFERATES. 


T 


HE Virginia Chronicle publishes a column and 
a hall' interview with Senator Stewart in 


which the "grand old rnan" opens the flood-gates 
of his-information reservoir for the benefit of the 
benighted heathens of Nevada who, or rather whose 
legislatures, have upon several occassions, elected 
him to the United States Senate under the halluci- 
nation that with all ol' his deviltries he was at least 
'a sound and reliable silver man. This idea h'e 
promptly dispels by confessing that from 1892 he 
had been sailing under false colors, as he names 
that date when the Democratic party commenced

d fool" of itself by pushing silver 


to the front in its national convention.
